WANAMAKER JUMPS ON QUAY. 


Ex-Postmaster General Condemns the 
Verdict by the Jury. 

Philadelphia, April 21.—John Wanamaker 
tonight made the following statement rela- 
tive to the, acquittal of ex-Senator Quay 
and the latter's appointment by the gover- 
nor as senator: 

“The acquittal of Senator Quay will be a 
disappointment of every lover of justice and 
every friend of good government through- 
out the United States. Jt records with 
emphasis the difficulty of convicting potent 
political defendants charged with public 
crime, no matter how clear, convincing 
and overwhelming the evidence may be. The 
story of the corrupt use and speculation in 
public money in Pennsvlvania is an old one 
and has béen a matter of notorious accu- 
sation against a long line of state treas- 
urers and political bosses for many years, 
Mr. Quay himself has been again and ‘again 
accused of Participation in treasury job- 


bing by the newspapers of this and other 


States with circumstantial detail. Hereto- 
fore, however, the basis for the various 
actions largely consisted of oral testimony 
and allegations by political opponents. 
“The ease which terminated today, unlike 
previous accusations, was founded exclu- 
sively upon documentary proof in his own 
handwriting and that of his friends and 
confederates. The evidence of his guilt Gid 
not depend on the veracity of any man or 


men, but was supported exclusively by his 


own letter and written entries and state- 
ments recorded by his trusted friends and 
Supporters.

‘The democratic party today holds a 
great responsibility toward tne people. It 
remains with it to decide whether existing 
conditions shall continue or not, The par- 
ty has never been given greater oOppor- 
tunity to vindicate us claims that It 1s 
the party that stands for government by 
the people and far the people with equal 
rights to a!l and special privileges to none. 

“The responsibility of the democratic 
party is doubled from the fact that if it 
fai's to oust the enemy in 10 it will by 
so doing give it a long lease of the seal 
of the government, and allow it to intrench 
its position by the intricate system of pa- 
tronage, 

“T am a believer in democratic prin- 
ciples, and I believe the minority 
should acquiesce in the decision of 
the majority, but I believe that the 
interests of every city, state or section 
of the country should be considered 
in framing a national policy. 

“The city of New York is democratic, and 
I can say.the state, though we were beat- 
en in the last election, is also democratic, 
and its vote wiil be essential in the election 
of 19.0. 

“TI deem it, therefore, urgent that 
every democrat of New York should 
rally to his party and give assurance 
of his support to the next national 
platform, whether it be that of ‘96, 
pure and simple, or whether it be mod- 
ified or added to. 

‘The republicans, aS expressed by this 
administration, stand for trusts, monopo- 
lies and concentrated wealth and imperial- 
ism, and to all of these things I hold de- 
mocracy is opposed. 

“IT am not opposed to wealth—no one 
would believe me if I pretended to be—but 
[ am opposed to trusts and monopolies be- 
cause I consider they interfere with indi- 
vidual effort, which has made the Amert- 
can citizen what he is—a free. and inde- 
pendent man. I deny in every way the 
idea that the democratic party {is opposed 
to wealth, as our renublicans pretend. 
Wealth is as safe in democratie hands as 
it is in republican, but the right of the 
individual to acquire it will be safer under 
a democratic administration.” 

Justice Titus paid a high tribute to Colo- 
nel Bryan, who was received with tremen- 
dous cheering. 

Mr. Bryan said that he had been accused 
of not having worldly goods sufficient to 
make him a safe custodian of property, 
but that he was glad that the one who 
preceded him (Beimont) had enough of 
worldly possessions to take him out of the 
ranks of the anarchists at least. 

Mr. Bryan said he loved the democratic 
party, but he loved the nation better. He 
said that the republicans now look to 
Alexander Hamilton, but in 1859 they cele- 
brated the birthday of Thomas Jefferson. 
He asserted that the-republican party had 
its former policy of man above 
the dollar, but that now, he charged, the 
republican party places the dollar above 
humanity. Passing on to the war reyenue 


tax, Mr. Bryan said: 

“In the hour of peril the administration 
hunted around for any old thing to put a 
stamp on to help the government, even 
those who want to send a telegram. Why 
are the senders of telegrams taxed? 


‘“‘Because the telegraph companies 


reversed 


grams.”’ 

He said that the government could take 
the son from his mother and stand him up 
before the enemy’s guns, but could not lay 
its hands on the millions of accumulated 
wealth! The responsibility, he claimed, 
was due to the influence of wealth with the 
republican party. 

Mr. Bryan claimed that the demo- 
cratic party will be reunited in 1900

‘‘\ financier meets a smaller financier or 
ordinary man and asks him if he favors 
free silver.

They were attempting to have more money 
put into circulation in their.own towns, 
yet they were not willing to give the entire 
country a financial system which would put 
more money. in circulation the country 
Over. i 

If a party rises in this country with a 
ratio different from 16 tol, it wil! be time 
enough to compare it with the ratio select- 
ed in’ 1896, not by bosses or by financiers, 
but by the rank and file of the democratic 
party. Those who fayor 16 tol know why 
they favor it, but those who oppose it do 
not know why they oppose it. He said 
there was no need of changing the ratio. 

Mr. Bryan dwelt briefly on trusts, say- 
ing they had contributed to the republican 
campaign funds, and that they would not 
have don2 so had they felt sure that they 
would get it all back after election. 

The speaker said that he was not ashamed 
to stand today where William McKiniey 
stood sixteen months ago, in his Cuban 
message, and denounce forcible annexation 
as criminal aggression and opposed to our 
code of moratity.

McCALL NOMINATED FOR MAYOR. 


Yesterday’s Democratic Primary at 
Charlotte. - 

Charlotte. N. C., April 21.—(Special.)— 
John D. MeCall, chairman of the county 
executive committee, was nominated for 
mavor of Charlotte tonight after a second 
prmary that was one of the hardest fought 
contests in the city’s history. He defeated 
Colonel J. T. Anthony, a prominent officer 
of the state guard and a manufacturer, by 
170 votes. The nomination is equivalent to 
an election. The contest was badly mixed, 
many dispensaryites voting for the open 
saloon candidate, Colonel Anthony, while 
some anti-dispensary people supported 
McCall, who favors the regulation of sa- 
loons. A large amount aef*money was in 
evidence and thére was considerable traffic 
in votes. No negroes were admitted to the 
primary, .it being strictly a white man’s 
contest, 


PLUTON IS FOUND BY DIVERS. 


Spanish Torpedo Boat Destroyer Was 
Riddled with Six Pounders. 
Santiago, Apri§l 21.—The wreck of the 
Spanish torpedo boat destroyer Pluton, 
Which was sunk in the great battle that re- 
sulted in the destruction of Admiral! Cer- 
vera’s squadron, was discovered vesterday 
about three miles west of Morro castle in 

eight fathoms of water. 

It was found by divers from the Yank- 
ton, who madea thorough inspection, find- 
ing the hull lying on the port side and with 
no indications of having been struck'by a 
heavy shell, as was originally reported. 
The vessel, however, is badly stove and lit- 
erally riddled with six-pound shot. 

Evidently the Gloucester did her work 
well that day for the Pluton is utterly ruin- 
ed and no attempt will be made to raise 
her. 


THE NEW EXTRADITION TREATY 


Presidents of Mexico and United States 
Will Issue Proclamations. 
Washington, . April 21.—The president will 
in a few days issue a proclamation giving 
effect to the new extradition treaty be- 
tween the United States and Mexico, Pr s- 
ident Diaz taking similar action in Mexico. 
The Mexican embassy has been advised 
that the treaty was ratified by the Mexi- 
can senate on April.12th, and already has 
been ratified by the United States senate, 
so that it will become effective as soon 
as proclaimed by the presidents of the two 

countries. 

The text of the treaty has never been 
made Known, but besides providing extra- 
dition for all crimes not political its prin- 
cipal feature is inagiving the treaty re- 
troactive effect, so as to cover crimes com- 
mitted while no treaty existed.

Discovery of the Remains Induces 
the Belief That a Horrible Mur- 
der Has Been Done and That 
It May Be Solved 
Quickly.

Woolsey, 21.—(Special.)—The 


discovery of decomposed, nude 
body of Mrs. Pearl Knott, a pretty young 
married woman, in the Flint river two 
miles southeast of here this afternoon, 
threatens to involve some of the foremost 
citizens of Fayette .county in the most 
sensational crime that has ever,developed 
in. this section. 

The finding of the body was a ghastly af- 
fair, and partially solves a deep mystery of 
the last few days. Since the evening of 
April 12th, Mrs. Knott has been missing. 
A persistent and thorough search for her 
has been quietly proceeding, until this af- 
ternoon with no result. About 3 o’clock

river and attempted to draw up a fish 
basket. The hook met with some resistance, 
and a sudden jerk brought it to .the sur- 
face, supporting the leg of a young white 
Terribly shocked and unstrung, 
the two men deserted their boat and fled 
to Woolsey to tell the news. They returned 
shortly with a number of representative 
people, and efforts to extricate the body 
were renewed. 

After vigorous work for an hour and a 
half removing obstacles that appeared to 
prevent the floating of the corpse, it- was

brought tto the surface. face and 


limbs were swollen beyond all natural 


dimensions, and none of the party seemed 
to be able to recognize the girl. Shortly 
afterwards, however, the body was identified 
as that of Mrs. Pearl Knott. The fact 
that the body of the missing woman had 
been found spread quickly all over the 
county, and the stir created is simply Inde- 
scribable. The bare crime in itself, for 
all indications point to a brutal and well- 
planned murder, is revolting, but the causes 
leading up to it are said to be far more 
sensational. The affair is understood to 
involve some of the leasitns men of Fay- 
ette county. It- is probable that an im- 
mediate investigation will be demanded, 
as the people in this vicinity are agitated 
almost to a hysterical extent, and the sus- 
pense is too keen to permit of extended de- 
lay.

MURDERERS MAKE CONFESSION. 


Brunot and Sibley Admit Killing the 
Former’s Aunt. 

Panz2z, Ul., April 21.—This afternoon Henry 
Brunot, who, with Frederick Sibly, was 
arrested for the murder of Brunot’s aunt, 
Miss Jane Brunot, made a full confession 
to Chief of Police Kiety. Brunot said: 

‘On Monday, April 10th, the day of the 
Pana riot, Sibiey and I, having laid our 
plans to kill my dunt that night, I brought 
my mother to Pana. I then drove home. 
My aunt was then-in-the barn yard milk- 
ing. She went into the Kitchen and was 
preparing supper. Sibley and I entered. 
We had planned that both should draw 
revolvers and fire simultaneously. I drew 
my gun and fired first. She fell, and I 
fired several more shots into her hody:. 
She died instantly. Sibley did not fire. 
Sibley tore all her clothing from her,

RECENTLY ELECTED TO COUNTY BOARD 


Has Lived Here Many Years and Has 
a Wide Cirele of Friends.

County Commissioner B. F. Walker died 
this morning at 1 o'clock at his residence’ 
near Piedmont park after an illness of sev= 
eral weeks’ duration. 

He had been tn a critical condition dur- 
ing the past few days, and while it was 
thought he would ultimately recover, his 
death was not entirely unexpected. 

He died surrounded by several members” 
of his family. Up to yesterday morning 
he had been unconscious for two days, buf 
yesterday he rallied and regained conscious- 
ness and recognized those about him, al} 
though he did not speak.

London, April 22.—The Vienna correspon.

rapprochement ‘to Great Britain have pro- 
duced throughout Austria-Hungary, intensi- 
fying the apprehensions long held here re-

The Vaterland describes the Samoan affair 
as “one of the most important subjects to 
Kuropean state policy and international 
diplomacy that can arise for a long time 
to come.”’

GERMANY WAS ASKED TO WAIT. 


During Late War the Kaiser Wanted 
Grants in Philippines. 

London, April 22.—The Daily Chronicle 
says this morning: ‘‘We are informed that 
during the Hispano-American war Germany 
proposed to the United States the cession of 
a coaling station in the Philippines in the 
event of annexation, together with the ex- 
change of commercial privileges. The 
United States replied that the proposal was 
premature, especially in view of the uncer- 
tainty as‘ to the way the public would re- 
gard the request. 

‘Later Germany asked the United States 
not to annex the Caroline islands, claiming 
the first right to them herself, and renew- 
ing ther request for a coaling station in the 
Philippines in exchange for islands in the 
Marshall and Brown groups east of the 
Carolines. The United States repeated that 
the request was premature, and the nego- 
tiations are still in abeyance.”’

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WHIPPING OF HENRY HARRSG. 


He Denies He Used the Language At- 
tributed to Him. 

Griffin, Ga., April 21.—(Special.)—-The ne- 
gro, Henry Harris, who was visited by a 
party of men and severely beaten last 
night, will soon recover from his injuries, 
but will learn in the future to speak more 
respectfully to white people. ‘The full par- 
ticulars of the affair, as learned today, are 
as follows: 

Harris was talking with some white men 
vesterdayv afternoon, when they offered him 
$10 if he would tell them where they could 
find Holt. -lI«urris replied that he int not 
know where Holt was, and if he did, he 
would be d—d if he would tell them, or 
any one else, but would help to conceal him. 
He was tired of hearing of negroes being 
lynched by d—d poor white people, and 
if they ever attempted to harm him, he 
would show them something. 

Harris continued hurling his 
invectives against the white 
expressing his sympathy for Holt, but noth- 
ine was done to him at that time. 

Last night near 9 o'clock a party of about 
twenty-five men, armed with guns and 
rifles, quietly made their wav to the home 
of Harris, almost in the heart. of this city, 
and forced an entrance to the house.

B. Price, President 
George A. Smith. of the chamber of com- 
merce: Judge Emory Speer and others. 

As the regiment marched up Cherry street, 
hetween the dense lines of humanity crowd- 
ine the sidewalks, and passed in review be- 
fore Colonel Ray. while the regiment band 
played national strains, it was an inspiring 
scene and a mighty shout went up from 
thousands of enthusiastic throats.

As a captain in the regular army, Pat- 
rick Henry Ray was doing snecial duty Jn 
Alaska/ when the Cuban trouble commenc- 
ed. . He was appointed a colonel of Volun- 
teer forces and was assigned to raise a 
regiment of {:mmunes. He selected Macon 
as the point of tendezvous on account of 
its central location, railroad facilities 
health, etc. Colonel Ray arrived here 
last May and commenced his herculean 
task. He established headquarters at Cen- 
tral City park and selected that place ag 
the camp for his regiment. Colonel Ray 
nhamed wt “Camp Price’ in honor of Major 
S. B. (Daisy) Price. 

The captains, lieutenants and other offi- 
cers immediately began the work of re- 
cruiting, and the first body of men were 
mustered into service on June & 3S98. The 
mugtering in progressed rapidly and soon 
one thousand men were enlisted for the 
freedom of Cuba, urder command-of Colo- 
nel Ray.

Commander of the Third Immunes, Who Reviewed His 
Regiment in Macon Yesterday. 
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The weather today was superb. It was

Following is a sketch of Colone!) Patrick 


Henry Ray, of the Third United States 
volunteers (immunes). 


Colonel Ray was born in Wisconsin in 
1842. He entered-the service as a private 


in the Second Wisconsin volunteers in.1861. 
Served through the civil war from Bull 
Run out in the army of the Potomac, end- 
ing as a captain of artillery. 

Entered the regular service as a second 
lieutenant in 1867. Served in Alabama, 
Georgia, North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina during the reconstruction until .1870. 
From 1870 to 1872 he was stationed at New 
York harbor. In the expedition against 
the North Sioux Indians in 1873 under 
General Stanley. In 1874 in another ex- 
pedition against the same Indians under 
General Smith, 

From August, 1874, to May, 1878, in Arizo- 
na in command of a company of Apache 
scouts under General Brooke. From 1878 
to 1881 in Nevada. From 1881 to 1883 in 
the Arctic ocean between Point Barrow 
and the McKenzie river. From 1883 till 
1885 on duty at the war department to and 
during that time he was sent on a mis- 
sion for the government to Vienna, Austria. 
From 1885 to 1887 in Arizona in the Gerno- 
mo campaign. From 1887 to 1891 judge 
advocate of the department of the Platte, 
on the staff of General Brooke. From 1891 
to 1893 in command of a company of Ind- 
iams in Wyominf. From 1893 to 1895, agent 
Shoshone Indians. From 1895 1897, at 
Fort Russell with his regiment, the 
Eighth regular infaniry.

.the government to North Alaska and Brit- 


ish North America. From August, 1898 
till April, 1899, in Cuba. 
During, all of Colonel Ray’s experience 


he was only sick for one day and was only 
wounded once. He has received no notice 
of his appointment in the regular army as 
a major. He nas been assigned to the 
Sixth infantry for duty and has been order- 
ed to report to his regiment as soon as 
the 4mmunes are mustered out.e His reg- 
iment is at ‘present in the Philippine is- 
lands. : 

Colonel Ray has had a remarkable ex- 
perience since entering the service and 
more is yet to come. The regiment will 
be mustered out on May the 22d, and the 
colonel will leave at once for his new 
command. 

Just before the outbreak of the Spanish- 
American war Colonel Ray, who. was on 
duty in Alaska, was ordered to Washingion 
for duty. It seems that before he started 
on a return trip, a pacK train of forty mules 
had been ordered'to his camp.in the north- 
ern part of Alaska. He met the train 
on his return and ordered it back. 

Soon after Colonel Ray landed in Cuba 
last summer h® asked for a paek train to 
carry his baggage and other articles and 
strange to say the same pack train which 
had gone far into the icy regions of Alas- 
ka was sent to him in Cuba. 

Colonel Ray is held in high regard and 
esteem by his entire regiment. 


History of the Regiment. 


. Mustered into service in June 1898. Left 
Macon for Cuba August 5, 1898. Returned 
to Macon from Cuba April 9, 1899. Will 
‘be mustered out May 2, 1899. On duty 


almost one year. Ray’s regiment is a mar- 
vel. No colonel ever had a rawer band of 
men to uniform, organize, discipline and 
drill. They were gathered from ail parts 
of Georgia, South Carolina, Florida and 
Alabama and other states also contributed 
a share. When the recruits commenced 
to arrive-las May many of them presented 
an awkward appearance. Some were with- 
out coats. some wore only one suspender 
and some were nearly sockless. Hundreds 
were gawky and green, and Knew absolute- 
ly nothing abeut drilling. It appeared al- 
most a hopeless tack to try to make sol- 
diers out of them. The appearance of many 
was certainly unattractive and discourag- 
ing, and the concensus of opinion was that 
the regiment would never amount to any- 
thing. 


But Colonel Ray was equal tg, the 6éc- 


forms, and became efficient in’ drilling and 
general military tactics. 

The transfurmation was certainly won- 
derful, 

For the most part Colonel Ray. was sur- 
rounded by good cfficers, and al] soon Jearn- 
ed that Colonel Ray would not tolerate anv 
scandals in his regiment, and required of- 
ficers and privates to b* on their best be- 
havior. The regiment soon established a 
fine character for temperance and sxzood 
morals, which it has maintained in Geor- 
gia and Cuba, from the day of erlistment 
to the pres nt hour. 


Parade on July 4th. 

After a series of company and regimental 
drills the immunes were in excellent mili- 
tary condition, and when July 4th arrived, 
just on2 month from the time of enlist- 
ment, the Third volunteers were in shape 
to make a parade through the public streets 
of Macon, and this it did, with Colonel 
Ray at its head, in celebration of the decla- 
ration of Américan independence. 

The regiment passed in review before 
Governor Atkinson, who came to Macon for 
the purpose. 

After the parade through the streets, the 
sidewalks lined with a great multitude of 
people wl loudly cheered the immunes, 
the regiment returned to Camp Price and 
essembled in the large exposition building 
in Central City ‘park, where, in the name 
of the people of Macon, ex-Governor At- 
kinson, in a very eloquent speech, pre- 
sented the regiment a beautiful flag. Colo- 
nel Ray accepted the flag in appropriate 


and feeling words. The declaration of 
independence was read, several other ad- 


dresses were made, and national airs were 
played by the regiment band, and patriotic 
songs were sung by a chorus of Macon’'s 
most beautiful young ladies, The scene 
was inspiring and one never to be for- 
gotten. These exercises were attended 
by 20,000 people. Mr. George A. Smith, 
president of the chamber of commerce, was 
master of ceremonies. 


Off to Cuba. 


The regiment left Macon on August 6, 
1898, for Cuba. There was a great crowd 
of people at the depot to bid them goodby. 
Just before leaving Camp Price the offi- 
cers of the regiment presented a handsome 
sword to Colonel Ray. The immunes were 
in fine health and spirits when they de- 
parted. The regiment reached Savannah 
on Sunday morning, August 7th, and re- 
mained jn Savannah several days waiting 
on the transport to take them to Cuba. 
They arrived at Santiago about August 
sth. After being in camp there several 
days the regiment was divided up and 
assigned to different stations and was nev- 
er together again until taking the trans- 
port of Savannah and Macon the first of 
the present month. Colone} Ray had his 
headquarters at Guantanamo for a great 
portion of the time, while the different 
companies and battalions were stationed 
at various cities in the province. A strange 
fact about the immunets is that they re- 
ceived the surrender of every Spanish gar- 
rison in the province of Santiago except 
the city of Santiago. They had charge of 
all the Spanish prisoners and the arms. 
The mien experienced much sickness and 
suffering and there were quite a number of 
deaths from disease. They were never en- 
gaged in any regular battle, but they. had 
to undergo many hardships. They were 
delighted when ordrrs came, after. several! 
months’ life in Cuba, to return to Macon 
to be mustered out. 


Home from Cuba. 


They embarked on the transport Sedg- 
wick for Savannah and had to go in quar- 
antine near there about a week. They 
reached Macon on Sunday afternoon of the 
9th instant, having beeri absent eight 
months, and were greeted by a large con- 
course of citizens who had gathered at 
the depot and along the streets to greet 
them. The immunes marched to Ocmulgee 
park and proceeded to occupy the camp 
formerly used by the Third engineers. it 
is a splendid location and they found alli 


in readiness for them at the camp. It 
has been named “Camp Fornance.” A 
number of the soldiers were sick with 


severe colds and pneumonia, which they 


: ing 


contracted while disembarking in a blind- 
ing. rain at the quarantine station. 

‘The greater part of the immunes looked 
sick and jaded from their rought experi- 
ence in Cuba. During their stay there all 
of the regiment, with the exception of 
three members, had the Cuban chills and 
fever, and thirty-three died. Since com- 
ing to Macon the health of the regiment 
has improved greatly and the soldiers are 
recovering their strength. Ih the parade 
today, however, many of them showed 
signs of their sickness and weakness.

Every- 
thing movable was taken from the building,

Weather Has Been Favorable Throughout 
Country During Past Week. 


ACTIVITY AMONG PLANTERS 


Week Ending April 17 17th Was First 
Good Weex cf Season. 
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THE SOUTH SHOWS UP VERY WELL 


Crops in This Section Compare Favor- 
ably with Those Throughout the 
Rest of the Country. 
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The general weather conditions of the 
week ending April 17, 1899, have been ex- 
ceptionally favorable for farming opera- 
tions and crops throughout the country, 
with the exception of the extreme north 
Pacific coast region, where the week was 
cold and wet, and over Arizona and the 
southern portions of California and Utah, 
Where drought conditions prevailed. The 
Week has been by far the most favorable 
of the season, and rapid progress has been 
made With farming operations, which have 
been much delayéd as a result of the un- 
usually backward season. 
the soil rapidly in the states of the upper 
Mississippi and upper Missouri Valleyes, 
and considerable progress has been made 
With farm work in the more southerly 
portions of that section. Light to heavy 
frosts occurred as far south as northern 
Georgia during the latter part of the week, 
damaging corn and garden truck to some 
extent, 

Corn planting is nearly completed in the 
gulf states, including Arkansas, and is in 
progress in the central portions of Missouri 
and Kansas. East of the Mississippi river 
practically no corn has been planted north 
of Tennessee an@ North Carolina. In Geor- 
gia and Texas much replanting has been 
necessary, while over the central portion 
of the gulf states the stands are generally 
reported good, 

The reports generally indicate quite a de- 
cided improvement in winter wheat, as 
compared with the unfavorable conditions 
reported at the close of the previous week 
in the principal winter Wheat states east 
of the Rocky mountains. Good growth is 
also reported in Oregon, and the prospect 
of a heavy crop in California continues ex- 
cellent, while the outlook in Washington 
remains unfdvorable, due to continted cold 
and wet weather. 

Rapid progress has been made with seed- 
ing of spring wheat, which is now well ad- 
vanced over the southern portion of the 
sprihg Wheat region, a little having been 
sown as far north as North Dakota. 

Oat seeding, which, up to the close of the 
previous week, Was coniined to the states 
south of the Ohio and Missouri rivers, is 
10W well advanced in illinois, and is in 
progress in Indiana and the middle Atlantic 
states. A general improvement in the eon- 
dition of oats in the southern states is re- 
ported, 

A little cotton has been planted over the 
northern portion of the cotton belt; over 
the southern and central portions planting 
has-been vigorously -pushed during the 
week, and the early planted is coming up 
over the southern portion of the east guif 
States. In gouthern Texas cotton planting 
is nearing completion and good stands are 
reported; the early planted is coming up in 
central Texas and planting is well advanced 
in the northern part of the state. 

Some tobacco has been planted in South 
Carolina. Plants in North Carolina and 
Terressee are small and heaithy, but have 
been damaged to some extent by frost in 
the latter state. In Virginia and hKhen- 
tucky the plants are small and late. In 
Maryland and Indiana seme plants are up; 
a few beds have been seeded in Connecti- 
cut.

some very curious developments are 
taking place in Wall street—develop- 
ments that cannot be accounted for by 
anything we have seen or heard from 
that quarter during the past few years. 

We give one instance out of ceveral. 
The New York Journal of Commerce 
remarks editorially that “the vast trans- 
actions now going on and the volume 
of business that must come in aiumn, 
Must impress every observer with a 
bense Of the imperative need of a larger 
volume of paper currency, and of some 
means of expanding the aggrezate sup- 
ply of circulation in response to the re- 
quirements of commerce, whether these 
be temporary or permanent.” 

There you have it! And we venture 
to say that no reader of The Journal 
of Commerce has. previously hit upon 

such a statement in his favorite news- 
paper for many long years. Naturally, 
therefore, to find it there now, duly 
spread out in the editorial columns and 
standing for the views of the *ditor, is 
calculated to cause the thoughtful read- 
er to rub his eyes. : 

Why, twenty years ago a demand for 
more paper money was roundly de- 
nounced in ‘Wall street as. ‘financial 
heresy.’ To propose it was to solicit 
abuse. ‘There was a mighty small: dif- 
ference in the view of Wall street be- 
tween betraying your country and ad- 
vocating “inflation.” Four years ago, 
the coinage of silver dollars was “‘infla- 
tion.” 

Six years ago there was a loud com- 
plaint of the overabundance of money. 
The banks in the money centers were 
gorged with it; the gold organs called 
attention to the situation in order to 
show that there was an oversupply cn 
hand; and the treasury reports were 
quoted to show the tremendous increase 
in the money supply. More than tnat, 
the able director of the mint, who. can 
be depended upon at a pinch, mustered 
all the fugitive figures in the multipli- 
cation tabe to show that the prospective 
increase of gold production this year 
would be sufficient to cause the “'sil- 
verites” to open their eyes. We are told 
that the money outstanding in banks and 
“among the people” has been increased 
“some $300,000,000 in the last three 
years.” 

In the face of all these claims, and at 
a season when the demand for money is 
not most active, The Journal of Com- 
merce comes forward with the declara- 
tion that there is an “imperative need 
of a larger volume of paper currency,” 
and, likewise, an imperative need of 
‘“‘soMe means Of expanding the aggregate 
supply of circulation in response to the 
requirements of commerce.” 

Well, this is precisely what the dem- 
ocrats have been contending, only they 
have insisted in their platform that the 
increase in the circulation should be 
in the shape of specie, silver money, or 
notes based on money of final payment. 

It is no wonder, when the recent dec- 
-Jarations of the gold organs are consid- 
ered, that a New England paper belong- 
ing to that class should read with amaze- 
ment the proposition of The Journal of 
Commerce, should top it off with the 
inquiry, ‘‘Is Wall street going over to 

Bryan?” and should declare that it 
“sounds like a sentence taken from the 
stump deliverances of some populist or- 
ator.” 

We gather from this New England pa- 
per that such propositions are not ef- 


fective even when they come from so 


conservative a source as The Journal of 


| Commerce, for it prays that the currency 
reform movement may “be delivered 
from the patronage of these populistic 
speculators.” The Journal of Com- 
merce a “populistic speculator!” Well! 
what next? 

The democrats may well regard it as 
a very encouraging sign, that such finan- 
cial organs as The Journal of Commerce 
should perceive and recognize the neces- 
sity of enlarging the money supply. Wall 
street will insist, of course, that the new 
supplies shall come from the banks, but 
the people, we think, will be inclined to 
believe that the eredit of the govern- 
ment is better than that of all the banks 
put together. 

That question, however, is not perti- 
nent atthe moment. The main thing is 
that The Journal of Commerce should 
be willing to echo the democratic decla-

In the confederate reunion to be held 
at Charleston, S. C.. on the ‘lOth of 
next month, it may truthfully be said 
that the men and place and occasion 
have most fittingly met. In no place 
like ‘‘the old City by the Sea” can the 
Survivors of the civil wary meet and 
mingie with such sacred memories and 
stirring reminiscence of the birth of 
the great struggle and its last tragic 
death throes. — 

It was at Charleston that the first 
shot in the war between the states was 
fired. History tells of Beauregard’s 
determined attack on Fort Sumter, and 
the equally gallant and hopeless resis- 
tance of Major Anderson. It took just 
this little act of-aggression on the part 
of the seceding state to inflame both 
sections to active war and to set afoot 
the preparations which later culminated 
in the most important and terrible in- 
ternecine struggle in the world’s his- 
tory. All through the four years’ con- 
‘flict the metropolis of the Palmetto 
State suffered, and to this day its an- 
cient buildings and well-planned streets 
bear striking corroboration of the fierce- 
ness of the bombardments through 
which the city passed.

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The “Scarlet Letter’? Minister. 


Not a day goes by that does not mark 
a wide expansion of the list of subjects 
which are esteemed legitimate for dis- 
cussion in the pulpits of the United 
States. 

The latest illustration of this fact is 
a sermon delivered by the Rev. New- 
ell Dwight Hillis, of the Plymouth Pres- 
byterian church, of which the subject 
was Hawthorne's immortal] ‘Scarlet Let- 
ter.” The minister dwelt on the strong 
points of the book, its application to in- 
dividual religion and the lessons to be 
drawn by the conscientious reader. There 
are those, however, who differ with ‘this 
liberal interpretation of the preroga- 
tives of the cloth. One of them is Dr. 
Theodore Cuyler, of the Brooklyn pres- 
bytery. He criticised the action ‘of 
Dr. Hillis severely and declared that no 
man preaching the gospel should expa- 
tiate on any texts outside of the Bible. 
Especially was he at variance with such 
a course when the topic under discus- 
Sion was taken from such a novel as 
“The Scarlet Letter.” 

This igs one of the issues that has to be 
left to personal decision. No man or 
bodv of men can determine for the re- 
mainder of mankind that sharp and 
subtle demarcation which divides liber- 
ty from license in the pulpit. Buttoa 
casual observer it seems that a sermon 
could lose no force when preached from 
a novel or from a dry volume of histori- 
cal data, if the subject matter were kept 
free of senaationalism. and if the mo- 
tive were not that of display “of indi- 
vidual brilliance. God chooses many 
instruments to perform His missions, 
and there is no reason why a preacher 
should not find as fit a text in a novelas 
in any religious work. What is neces- 
sary, of course, is conscientiousness, as a 
thoughtless minister is just as liable to 
pick an injudicious and harmful -topic 
from the Bible as from less consecrated 
sources. What we need sorely:is an 
absence of bigotry and a sufficiency of 
that toleration and liberality which 
should be the heart and core of the 
Christian religion.

Editor Constitution—Allow me to pay a 
Slight tribute to the memory of my distin- 
guished friend, the Hon. N. J. Hammond, 
Who has just passed up to his’ reward. I 
distinctly remember my ijirs® ineeting with 
him in ls8s7. He had iceated in this city 
Gnly a short time before and was well 
equipped by-reason of his university train- 
ing and his great natura] abilities for suc- 
cess at the bar. Ffe was deeply ‘religious 
and pave promise at that time of the great 
and goed, min he subsequently became. 

In September, 1858, the Young Men's 
Christian Association was organized in a 
building located in what is now known as 
the James block, cn Whitehall street. Colo- 
nel Basil H. Overby was elected presilent 
and N. J. Hammond vice president. Among 
the charter members of this association 
were Messrs. Sidney Root, J. N. Beach, 
Willis Peck, Er Lawshe, Joseph Winship, 
myself and others. In a few months Colo- 
rel Overby resigned the presidency of the 
association and N. J. Hammnod was elected 
to succeed him. He remained in this p%si- 
tion until January, 1862, when ihe associa- 
tion was dissolved on account of the war, 
to which most of the members Wen: in 
Obedience to the call of their country. 

It will be seen by this that Colonel Ilain- 
mond from his young manhood all through 
his eventful life had been identified with 
Christian work. Georgia never produced 
a more exemplary citizen, a cleaner, nore 
golden hearted gentleman. Beneath what 
seemed to many a cold exterior beat a 
warm and tender heart, and it May ve truly 
said of him, ‘‘Weill done, good and faith- 
ful servant.’’

What of the Czar’s Congress? 


From The Philadelphia Record. 

There will be no concerted meeting of the 
American dei:egates to the_international] dis- 
armament congress at he’ Hague before 
the assemblage of that body on May 18th 
next, but it is to be presumed that identical 
instructions have been or wiil be given 
them with regard to the lines of action to 
be favored or recommended by thig govern- 
ment. While very little will probably be 
accomplished by the congress in the direc- 
tion of disarmament, it would be possible 
nevertheless to amplify the declaration of 
Paris so that all private property might 
be made secure against capture at sea; to 
extend the provisions of the declaration of 
St. Petersburg so as to further limit the 
employment of agencies which needlessly 
intensify the horrors of war, and to add 
new articles to the Geneva convention 
such as weuld assure the immunity of hos- 
pital ships, which at present depends upon 
the humanity and chivalry of combatants 
rather than upon legal obligation. Besides 
, these matters, the-principle of intérnational 
arbitration is a theme which would lend 


itself to profitable discussion.

ECONGMIC AND. 
ae a MILITARY RUSSIA 
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Frem The New York Journal of Commerce. 
The Russian minister of finance has pub- 
lished the investigations of the late A. A. 
Richter into the national wealth based ° 
upon the best official statistics that there 
are. They indicate that the aggregate of all 
sorts of private property in Russia are 
worth a little more than five billions of 
dollars compared with sixty five billions 
in the United States in the last census, 
with about half the population, But no 
idea of the poverty of the Empire can be 
obtained till the distribution of this scanty 
wealth is shown. In the entire empire 
only 273,000 families have an income eX-~ 
ceeding about $500. Owners of property 
worth between $10,000 and $50,000 number 
57,000; between $50,000 and $250,000, 14,000; 
between a quarter and a half a million dol- 
lars, 1,476; more than half a million dollars, 
992 families, of which eighty-two possess 
property averaging $3,750,000 each. Out of 
a population of 130,000,000 persons, 347,208 
families have incomes of about $l®a week 
or more, and 99 per cent of the entire pop- 
ulation are constantly in a estate of abieut 
foverty and pauperigm in their various 
degrees. The average yearly income of 
a peasant family of six persons ranges from 
$60 to 75, out of which from $20 to $35 is 

paid to the government in direct taxes. 

The famine in Russia is attracting little 
attention in this country because so little 
ig Known about it. In a general way the 
famine region stretches from a point not 
far distant from Moscow to a point east of 
the Ural mountains, and is in degrees of 
latitude in width, except that within this 
vast region there is one province that has 
escaped the visitation. bishoe this region 
the crop failure of last year Was the worst 
within the” memory of man. Thirty-five 
million roubles was allotted by the gov- 
ernment last year to famine relief, the 
rouble being a trifle over 50 cents, but it 
has been uterly inadequate to meet the 
most pressing necessities of even six of the 
eleven provinces afflicted. The govern- 
ment allows a little over a pound of grain 
a day for each person under eighteen and 
over fifty-five, but persons between those 
ages get nothing and die of starvation. 
The peasants are trying to sustain life on 
bread made of a mixturt® of weeds, acorns 
and rye flour, or of wheat, chopped straw 
and bran; they have fed the thatch on 
their cottages to the cattle, which are also 
dying for food, and a large number of them 
were destitute of fuel last winter. 

How long would such a population as 
that of Russia sustain’ a war? It is the 
one nation that is threatening the peace-of 
the world. It has the largest arrny in the 
world, and it is striving. to rival England 
nnd France upon the sea. It is threaten- 
ing the interests of all the rest of the com- 
mercial world in eastern and western Asia. 
Ard all without excuse. There is te 
in Russia and Siberia for all the popul 
tion the empire will have for a century, 
the manufacturin? of the country is so 
backward that is has little merchandise to 
export except cheap cotton cloths which 
it can only sell to people who are ‘not al- 
lowed to b&y cotton cloths elsewhere, The 
militant attiutude of Russia is simply that 
of an Indian tribe to which warfare is 
more congenial than industry. 

But while the resources of an Indian tribe 
are sufficient to supply it with bows and 
arrows and lances it has to practice some 
sort of industry to provide itself with fire- 
arms, and the more expensive military 
implements become the greater is its dis- 
advantage as compared with a civilized, 
progressive, wealthy, commercial people. It 
can provide itself with rifles, but machine 
guns and field egrtillery are beyond it. 

This is the precise position of Russia, 
which is now. seeking to. restrict the 
weapons of war to such as she posseses or 
can afford to provide herself with. She is 
probably less fit to meet the Western world 
in arms than she was forty-five years ago, 
and her record in the Crimean war was 
not glorious. Inkerman and Alma were dis- 
creditable to her, and the war would have 
been soon over had not the walls of Sevas- 
topol been able to withstand the artillery 
of that day for a considerable time. Prob- 
ably every year increases the advantages of 
the western world over Russia, for it* in- 
Creases the disparity of wealth. At this 
juncture the ezar in alarm begs the rest of 
he world to agree not to invent any new 
weapons. The proposals of Russia to the 
approaching conference at The Hague are 
for an agreement against enlarging armies 
and navies; Russia already has the largest 
army on earth; ‘“‘the interdiction of the 
use in the army and navy of new explo- 
sices,, new firearms and more powerful 
powders than now used,” which Russia 
cannot afford to buy and which the rest of 
the world can. Powerful weapons of war 
are actually on the side of humanity; the 
Roman short sword shed far more blood 
than modern machine guns. At Sluys, in 
1340. 30,000 Frenchmen are said to 
been killed in a combat with the English 
fleet; bows and arrows, swords and pikes 
were the weapons principally used. AS 
many “Frenchmen are said to have been 
slain at Crecy six years later; no such 
slaughters, in ‘proportion to the numbers 
engaged have occurred since firearms came 
into general use. The ezar’s objection 
to improved firearms is not that they are 
inhuman, but that Russia cannot afford 
to buy ‘them and the United States, Great 
Britain, Germany and France can. Russia 
Proposes an agreement to prohibit sub- 
marine torpedo boats and rams, the exe- 
cution of which thus far has not been suf-

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CHARGED WITH INFANTICIDE. 


Three. Negro Women Arrested Be- 
lieved To Have Killed Negro 
Infant. 

A -negro woman was arrested yesterday 
afternoon charged with com'plicity in the 
murder of her child. The woman gave her 
name at the barracks as Lela Tolbert.. E. 
L. Walker, a negro woman, was also ar- 
rested, and Daisy. Gibson, her daughter. 

The body of the dead baby was found in 
a wooden box on April lith, in the rear of 
148 Elliott street, and near the corner of 
Rhodes and Elliott streets. The Lody was 
partially decomposed, the baby apparently 
having been dead about a week. In bury- 
ing it the grave was not made deep 
enough, and dogs scratcened the body from 
its resting place.

Take Part in Kentucky Day. 

In order to be present and take part in 
the exercises of the dedication of the Ken- 
tucky state monument, Governor Candler 
decided yesterday to leave Atlanta on May 
°d. The Kentucky monument, which occu- 
pies a position near that of Georgia’s 
shaft, is to be unveiled on May 3d.

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“Women in Journalism” was the subject 
ef a very bright paper recently read before 
the Brooklyn Congregational Club by Mrs, 
Margaret Hamilten Welch. The following 
is a part of her address: 

“Fifty years or more ago there were 
comparatively few women that did any 
journalistic work whetever. Of course 
there were Julia Ward tiowe, Louise Al- 
cott and Mrs. Siowe, but they did not rep- 
resent the active women in newspaper 
work. There were others who followed 
them, but still I. believe that it is only 


within the last ten years really that women 


have come within the moil ond toil of ths 
office, 

“When I first went on Th: New York 
Times lL remember Middie Morgan as she 
was affectionateiy known. She was one 
of the most remarkable stock reporters the 
world ever saw. I don't mean Wall street 
stock, but the other kind of stock that is 
properly watered. (lLaughter.) 

“Her figure in tho stock yards of New 
York was a conspicuous one and wnat she 
did not know about cattle and horses would 
not filha thimble. <A tal) and slender Wwo- 
man, she walked through the crowded 
street of ark Row, in her business regi- 
mentals, and was a conspicuous figure, and 
yet I know no one whose memory, Whose 
intelligence and cleverness in more Ways 
than stock repcerting is more treasured. 

“There is Margaret Sullivan, of Chicago. 
Bhe began by writing editorials signed 
merely with her initials. They were so 
remarkably brilliant that they soon be- 
came the talk of the town. The editor of 
the paper sent for her, thinking, of course, 
that she was a ‘nan. And when a slender 
young woman, looking even younger than 
she was, for she wore her hair in long 
braids down her back, came into his office, 
he would not believe she was ihe author 
of the editorials. * 

‘‘As it would not do for him to contra- 
dict a lady, he invented a test. He said 
that he needed an editorial immediately 
and had sent for her for that reason. She 
sat right down there at his desk and in an 
hour turned out a better one than she had 
ever written before. From that day sne 
had been a very prominent and influential 
writer upoh the Chicago papers. 

“You can form no idea until you have 
looked into the subject, of the.army of 
newspaper women that exist in this coun- 
try in all the smaller centers of population. 
It is not only in the cities, but in the coun- 
try towns that they flourish. 

“As the editor of ‘Club Notes’ in Harper's 
Bazar, I have traveled in different parts 
of the United States and have been struck 
by this fact. In Omaha I have been enter- 
tained by newspaper women, and. at the 
Denver biennial meeting of the convention 
of Women’s Clubs the most delightful af- 
ternoon session was the occasion of a re- 
ception given by the Denver Wornen’s Press 
Club. In the southern states there .are 
many large press associations for women, 
and in New England there is a very fine 
one whose reputation is country wide. 

‘T am sorry that 1 cannot say that the 
Success of the newspaper woman has ob- 
literated her limitations. You do not see 
a woman as managing editor, city editor or 
night editor. This, I do not think, is be- 
cause she is not equal to it, but is becaus> 
she cannot convince the men that she is. 
(Laughter.) 

“The same instinct that makes a man- 
aging editor shoe all his woman readers’ 
news over into one corner makes him shoo 
all his Woman writers over to that corner. 
And here I want to let you into a secrét. 
The male editorial idea of what a woman 
wants to read is absolutely hopeless. 
(Laughter and applause.) 

“The work of woman in the world is as- 
suming so important a part in the world’s 
service that its reeord must be made. You 
will find that the editor of a woman’s page 
keeps up her little recipes, her ideas of 
how to make puddings and pies, how to 
make a divan out of a dry goods box, as so 
many sops to the male powers that be and 
then she writes whole column stories on 
the work of women, their club life, on the 
health protective societies ands the soacie- 
ties of New York, of the work Rose Haw- 
thorne Lathrop is doing in the slums of 
New York, how Helen Gould is feeding the

“You ha@e an accurate picture of the per- 
son in your mind’s eye, and when you 
start out to describe him you.are surprised 
that the description should be so utterly 
lacking in the most important points. Few 
of us are close observers, although many 
pride ourselves that we are. The general 
contour of a face, the complexion and a 
certain hazy recoilection of the distinguish- 
ing features make a more or less vivid 
brain picture which we carry about with 
us; but we fail to note the little and ap- 
parently insignificant peculiarities that 
mark a difference between two faces in 
many respects identically the same. This, 
of course, applies to features of men and 
women that we see often, but with whom 
Wwe are not particularly intimate. 

“For the sake of an example we'll take 
the hypothetical case of your business ac- 
quaintanee, Blank. Blank is what would 
be ordinarily cailed a good looking fellow. 
You remember that his hair is black, his 
face rather florid, his features strong and 
regular, the nose being straight and slen- 
der, the .lips thin and: delicate, and the 
chin firm and weil rounded. You estimate 
his height at five feet and eleven inches. 
Then you suddenly remember that you 
haven’t mentioned his eyes and yuu hesi- 
tate. Finally brown is hazarded—the exact 
color of eyes is seldom remembered. 

“You would say that that description was 
fairly accurate, but it isn’t. Hundreds and 
hundreds of men would fit the meager de- 
tails you have given, ard no stranger would 
ever recognize Blank from your description. 
The description might have a certain vague, 
indefinite idea, but no degree of certainty. 
Now if you had been a close observer you 
would have noticed a small mole the size 
of a pin head on the lower left eyelid about 
a quarter of an ineh from the tear duct. 
This in itself would have been a distin- 
guishing mark of vast importance. Then, 
too, you might have added the shape of the 
teeth and their degree of whiteness. But 
you didn’t: and your description Was prac- 
tically vaiueless.

‘“‘University extension may be defined as 
the university of the busy;*-said Mr. ‘lroop 
last night. “Ordinarily, university instruc- 
tion is the possession of the-few. Univer- 
sity extension aims to make this instruc- 
tion the privilege of all. It is university 
education. for the whole nation, organized 
upon itinerant lines. its purpose is to bring 
the whole adult population as much within 
the university as politically the adult popu- 
lation is within the constitution, 

‘The Right Hon. John Morley in a recent 
speech declared that the university exten- 
sion movement is one of the most important 
movements of the century. ‘This is the 
general opinion amongst thinking men and 
women. No community can afford to ignore 
the movement. It connects learning with 
the living forces of society. 

“University extension is a technical term, 
It cannot be applied to mere courses of 
reading, however thorough. It means this, 
but much more—actual contact with a liv- 
ing teacher, the inspiration of whose pres- 
ence -and personal leadership may Mean 
even more than can be gained from any 
course of study. 

“The work is national in its scope. It 
connects the university with the people a? 
large, uniting in a common interest all 
classes of the community. 

‘University extension aims to create a 
demand for higher education in the nation, 
and to satisfy this demand by bringing 
university teaching within reach of those 
unable to attend the university. The move- 
ment has for its object the diffusion of the 
results of instruction and research—to direct 
the studies of grown up people. One's edu- 
caution is never finished so long as life lasts. 

“The instruction whica is given in the 
lectures and classes is of the same type as 
that given in the university itself. 

“We endeavor, however, to «present it 
in. a more interesting and lively manner. 
Lectures are given in systematic courses, 
generally six in number and once a week. 
Each lecture is followed or preceded by a 
class in which all have an opportunity of 
asking questions of the lecturer. A care- 
fully prepared syllabus is provided, con- 
taining prescribed readings, as well as an 
outline of each lecture and questions for 
discussion.”’

School System on the Island in Very 
Crude Condition. 
Washington, April 21.—In a report to the 
secretary of war, Dr. Victor S, Clark, sub- 
director of public instruction in Porto 
tico, says that only $0 a month can be 
offered to American teach«rs with trans- 
portation to the island from New York. 
The English-speaking supervisers are men 
and through them it is hoped to weed out 
abuses and develop some system of control. 
Dr. Clark has prepared a revised course 
of study containing only such subjects as 

are taught in American schools. 

As understood in this country, there is 
no system of higher education in Porto 
fico. No school on the island affords ade- 
quat+? preparation for American college 
work. There are normal institutions for 
boys and girls. The public schools are 
kept open twelve months in the year and 
six days in the week. In summer only 
morning sessions are held. There is no co- 
education of the sexes. No school houses 
exist on the island, the schools usually be- 
ing held at the residences of the teachers. 
oniy a part of the pupils have text books. 
In many cases the pupils take to the schools 
the chairs which they occupy. Tne pupils 
study aloud. About schools are 
ported in the island and a little over 3300,- 
000 is annually paid for their support. A 
great desire is manifested to Jearn English 
New text boeks are being published in this 
country to replace the Spanish books now 
in use.

BACK FROM CUBAN ISLE. 


J. J. Farnsworth Says That the Busi- 
ness Men There Are for 
Annexation. 

J. J. Farnsworth, eastern passenger agent 
of the Plant system, was in the city’ yes- 
terday on his way from Cuba to New 

York. 

Mr. Farnsworth says‘that he talked to a 
number of prominent Spaniards who are 
in business in Havana, and they announced 
for annexation. One of them was presi- 
dent of a large bank. He declared that he 
hoped to see Cuba annexed to the United 
States very soon. ‘“‘And there are many 
more who feel just as I] do,” said this 
banker. 

The business men know that annexation 
would mean stability and confidence with 
an influx of capital. 

Speaking of railroads in Cuba, Mr. Farns- 
worth said that in traveling from Havana 


‘to Cienfuegos, 160 miles, a passenger has 


to change cars four times. Thete are four 
different lines and they do not run through 
trains or through cars. The trains make 
about fifteen miles an hour. When a train 
approaches a station a man stands on the 
platform and rings a bell. When the tra'n 
is ready to depart the bell is rung again, 
No one calls “‘All aboard!’ The conductor 
does not signal the engineer, but the bell 
ls rung and the train starts. 

The conductor smokes a cigar as he takes 
up tickets and the brakemen smoke cigar- 
ettes as they pass through the cars. 

American officers state that Americans 
and Spaniards make the best workmen— 
better than the Cubans. Many soldiers 
and sailors from the United States re- 
mained on the island after their d.scharge, 
Some have gone into business and are doing 
well. s 
Travel from Tampa to Cuba was heavy 
all during the Winter. Many capitalists 
went, over to look for investments. All 
who visit Cuba are impressed by the ¢ich- 
ness of the soil and the vast natural te- 
sources. Mr. Farnsworth thinks that the 
island will some day be immensely r:ch.
